oon WIT_IN. QUOTATION. _ _ 

Thera is, perhaps, 00 pkase of wit. mora 
agreeable, to thoae who understand it, than 
that which consists in dpropes quotation, It 
is, of course, thrown away upon those who 
have little or no literary culture, Obviously, 
it is of no use citing a passage if the person 
to whom it is cited has norer met with -it 
sbefore. Nothing ie truer than that a jest’s 
prosperity depends upon the.ear to which ‘it 
is addrossed; a quotation which is not com: 
prebended is apt to confuse, aud even annoy, 
rather than impress. People, it may be said 
in general terms, donotaltogother care about 
the wit which thoy are unable to fathom. 
Not Nt do they dislike boing reminded 
of theirboacquaintance with the belles leltres, 
but thay have a kind of suspicion that thoy 
are being laughed at, Probably this is very 
far from the intention, but ‘tho unplensant 
idoa is entortsined, And, no doubt, it ig 
very irritating to find other peoplo atnused 
by a quotation which conveys no meaning to 
‘one’s own intelligence, On the other hand, 
the very fuct that a quotation is caviara to 
the goneral enbonces ‘its charm for those 
who can recognise the happiness of the ap- 
plication. for many, there-is nothing moré 
delightful than the wit which lurke in the 
reproduction of some line or fines by a classic 
or a modern author, 

The least acceptable, certainly, of all witty 
quotation is that which is mado from the 
pages of the Bible. We do not sty that the 
citation is not sometimes amusing ih its way. 
Jekyll, for exurmple, was no doubt rather 
happy when, hearing that a stupid person 
had gone to Greece, fe recalled the phrase, 
“To the Grecks, fooliahness,” And Mr.
